VAKUOUVJIR, April 20.— Mail by the 


eteamer Empress of Japan brings de- 
tails of the defense submitted in tlio trial 
of Lieutenant Iletheriiigton for killing 
(iower 
Robinson, before tho United 


States consular court in Yokohama. Tbe 
case bad not been concluded at the date 
of tho Hteamer'fl eniling. 


Among the most iotorostiog testimony 


was tbat given by Captain Hartleltof 
tho United States steamship Marlon, to 
ti which ship Hethorlrjgtou was at- 
tached. Somo time before the ehooling 
Uiirtlett, in llelberington's behalf, went 
to soe Robinson and asked him to leave 
Yokohama. Captain Bartlett Ravo the 
following account of tho ensuing con- 
versation : 
UI asked Robinson to explain hia at- 


tentions and his persecutions of a mar- 
ried woman, and why he followed Mrs. 
HotlioriiiRton when he know that her 
itieband was away. I said, 'Roliinson, 
IIolberiuRton wroto you early in Decem- 
ber in an honorable nnd gentlemanly 
way. You wroto a letter ia answer, also 
in an honorable and gentlemanly man- 
ner, in which you said tbat you would 
give him no inoro cause for anxiety, and 
yet alter giving your word of honor that 
you would leave lira.

"To this Robineon replied : 'Hut she 


wrote me a letter that morning asking 
mo to couio and see her.

" 'I eaid, 'Would It not have been cofly

ARGUMENT 


Some References to Applua Claudius 


Judas Iscarlot and to So- 


called Higher Law. 


The testimony in the Hntchinge-Dan- 


iele conepiracy case yesterday morala* 
developed nothing new, but when it 
came to the turn of tho prosecution to in- 
troduce evidence in rebuttal mutters 
were enlivened a little by a vigorous on- 
elangUt upon the repntatbn of E. r. 
Daniels for truth and veracity. 


The defense when it came their turn 


put on a number 
of witnesses of 


eimal standing in the community wlm 
testified thatDaniels' reputation for truth 
and veracity was above reproach. 


The case was conducted by the attor- 


neys on both sides with the greatest of 
good feeling and decorum. It was some- 
thing remarkable tbat a trial lasting 
for eight days in Fresno ceunty should 
end without any witnesses being bullied 
or brow-beaten or any of the attorneys 
butted. 
There were between 25 and 30 ladies, 


young and old, in the rpurt room vester- 
Jay and the greater number of them had 
been daily listeners to the proceedings 
:or the entire eight days of the trial. 
They were all members of tbo Seventh 
Day Adventiet church, and appeared to 
so deeply interested in what was Bdtd. 


DANIELS' BBFUTATTON. 


C. L. Walter testified that his wife's 


relatives were Adventiets and he bad 
heard E. P. Daniels' reputation spoken 
of by them. Hie general reputation for 
irutn. and veracity was bad. He had 
heard many remarks from business men 
on the street about it. Ho had heard 
iia mother-in-law andotbera speak about 
Daniels' general reputation. He hud 
lean! Daniels' reputation discussed for 
bar or five years, 


ttev. W. M. Healy ot Hoaldeburg, a 


Seventh Day AUveutist minister for tbo 
)aet sis-teoii years, and a resident of 
bieuld&burg lor that length of time, said 
,hat Daniels' general reputation for 
;mth and veracity waa very bad. 


"I am a member of tho executive 


)Gurd and every year we pass upon tho 
credentials of ministers. Applications 
came to the board on behalf of Mr. Dan- 
ela' credentials through other parties. 
During six yoare Daniels applied annu- 
ally for credential and 
they wore 


grunted to him. Up lo 1889 or 1800 hie 
jredentiala were granted and I voted 
avorably on them every year." 


Alonzo P. Darling, a resident ot Mal- 


aga, testified that ho was engaged in the 
arming business and that ho bad been 
acquainted with Daniels for about four 
veara, and that Daniels' general rcputa- 
ion for truth and veracity was not very 
rood. 


Bert Mills of Healdebiirg and Oakltuid 


said that be know Daniels' reputation 
or truth and veracity for about six years 
and that hie reputation bad not been 
rery good. Tho witness was baptized 
nto the Adveiitist church by Mr. Dan- 
iels. 


"Did you form an unfavorable opinion 


of him as tho result of that act?" uektd 
Mr. Pollaaky. 


"I don't know," was tho reply, "ft's 


irctty hard to get into such a scrnpe as 
.his with a man who baptizes you," and 
lie witness smiled good uaturedly. 


D. \V. Cody of Traver, Tulare county, 


Enid that Daniels reputation was bad. 
Tho witness' admitted that ho was a 
nomber of the Seventh Day Adveiitist 
church. He had hoard a Mr, Hill say 
hat Daniels did not tell tho truth Iu re- 
igious matters. 
Mr. Coon said tho 


tamo thine. Ho had heard thoao're- 
marks made when church matters were 
under discussion. The witness hat! fro- 
rjtiontly indorsed Daniels as n proper 
loreon to prencli tho doctrines of Ad- 
ventism. Ho hnd hoard at several camp 
iicoliugs things derogatory to Mr. Dun- 
els' roiiulatiou. Daniels 'swore that he 
was on a note with Cody for a certain 
turn ot monoy and ho never was. The 
numbers of thouhurch found fault with 
Daniels' business methods. 


A QUKKIL NAME. 


A witness whose namo wan pronounced 


ScaUegany, and who looked like it, 
swore that he kntw Dauiols for about 
four years, and lliat Ills general repula- 
;ion for truth and veracity waa bad. Tho 
witness also admitted tliat 1m was a 
member of tho Advent church and often 
attended tho conference as a delegate, 
but novor hod anything to do townrd 
ruling for or against Pantols' credentials 
as a minister. It was about two years ago 
wLon he first heard that Daniols' repti- 
Lation was bad. About lour years ago 
in May Daniola wnapreachingin Urange- 
villo and tho witness never heard any- 
thing agnioat tho reputation of Daniclfl 
at lhat time. The witness knew D.imels 
previously at Lemoore and hia reputa- 
tion WHS good then. He knew Daniels 
in Fresno three years ago nud hia repu- 
tation was not pood at that time. 


In the fall of the year, four yenra ngo, 


Daniels preached at Grangcvillo and his 
reputation was bad. It was not good 
nftor 
A3 fly, 1SS8, with people in 
tho 


church nnd out of the rhnruli. 


The witnefifl could not name anyone 


who hsd said that Daniels waa not n 
truthful man. He admitted that be had 
once written a letter to Daniels, but be 
did not recollect that lie had stated in 


tk'Utr tuBtl>.uiicIjj was an honombio 


matt. 


J. G. Smith, A farmer from Lamooro, 


knew Daniels in Loa Angeles county, 
Tulare county, Freeno county, Burr 
valley and otlicr places, and Daniels' 
reputation for truthfulnces waa bad. 


AS irsntOPlTAItLE Cl'ECUI.ATION. 


Daniels was engaged in preaching in 


Loa Angeles county and tho witness 
never got acquainted with him except as 
a preacher. Daniels f hanged his opin- 
ions of the Adventista" doctrine. Nearly 
every time he preached he preached 
differently. Daniels represented to him 
and others that they could make a Rood 
living in Burr valley, but when they 
reached Burr valley they found that 
Daniels had not spoken the truth. The 
land in Burr valley belonged to Joseph 
HutchingB aud his brother. 


Hero tho prosecution rested In re- 


buttal and tho evidence in rcbutle.1 for 
tho defense wna tgken up. 


J. W. Beall teotified lhat Goldstein 


told him that Daniolfl had accused one 
of his clerks about making eomo remark 
about Daniels' daughter, nnd that the 
remark was that ho thought /aa Daniels 
was "a litllo fly," 
Mr. Goldstein said 


that ho did not think that that express- 
inn was Fiifficicnt to warrant the clerk's 
discharge. He asked Bell what he knew 
about it and Bell replied that ho did not 
know anything. 


EVinrfNCK FOR IMKIEI.9. 


R. E. Bock with, a grocer of Ibis city, 


tee ti fled that Dae id a' reputation for 
truth and veracity was good. 
This 


statement waa founded upon tbo wit- 
ness' personal dealings with Mr. Daniols. 
During tho eight years tho witness know 
littni»!s ho had never heard anytbine 
said about Daniels' reputation. 


Mrs. M. S, Fresh, a resident of Woltora 


colony, teatifieil that she had boon ac- 
qnaiatOtJ with Mr. Dan it-la for about four 
ycnrs, and outside- of tho church she had 
never hoard a word against him. Inside 
the church tibe had heard many tbingt 
ftgainet him, but she always believed 
that it was persecution, 


C. H. Emmona, of tho firm of Dono- 


boo, EmmoDB & Co., testified tbtt he 


hid known Daniels In • buBloeeo w»y for 
•bout live year* and knew that hia gun- 
oral reputation for truth, honeetr and 
vencity wut good. 'JChli reputation was 
•lao baeed upcn tho witness' personal 
knowledge. 
John Stephens testified that amonn 


the congregation

church and among outsidem Daniels' 
reputation was good. 


Here the defense submitted their case. 


The court limited the time of tho argu- 
ment to two hours on each side. 


TUB ABGUMBNT. 


District Attorney Tapper began hie 


argument by calling attention to the 
great mass of testimony that had been 
Introduced in tho case which would re- 
quire careful consideration by the Jury. 
The jury could not acquit one ol the de- 
lendauts and convict the other, ihey 
were either both guilty or both innocent. 
The conueel explained a criminal con- 
spiracy by saying that it was an agree- 
ment between two or more men to com- 
mit a crime or to proeuro tbe commission 
of a crime, or an agreement tor do .some- 
thing lawful by unlawful and criminal 
means. It was charged that the defend- 
ants conspired to bring a suit against M. 
J. Church in an unlawful manner. If 
the acts presented by the prosecution 
against th3 defendants are sufficient to 
mow a conspiracy their subsequent de- 
nials would have no weight. 


He laid great stress on tbe testimony of 


Lorenzo Church, who alleged tbat on the 
night of M. J. Church's marriage ho 
overheard Daniels and his wife plotting 
iiow to get money out of Church and 
ibeir agreement to use Hua Daniels, 
their daughter, for the purpose. 


The testimony was analyzed critically

and crowding around trying to protect 
something of vust importance to both 
parties. 


"And as I looked closely I saw in bold 


ettera 'saloon power,' and as I again 
ooked I saw a largeserpentcomingfrom 
MB saloon power. It had four heads, 
on one was written 'saloon,' on another 
'narcotics,' on tho third, 'murder,' and 
on tho fourth 'political power,' nnd on 
its huge body was written, 'Death to a 
Nation.' 
'I eav/ this groat serpent with tho four 


heads beginning to wind, its green slimy 
body around this mass uf humanity, 
making no distinction of party, but all 
were drawn in alike. Tho few struggling 
[or freedom wore instantly quieted by 
'don't leave tbe grand old party; if you 
do you will throw nwny your vote,' and 
tho"slimy monster with tho four heads 
continued to wind around and around 
untils his honda came even with the 
President, and thpro he stood darting 
vengeance from its wicked eyes and 
fiery red tongues in all directions at the 
few staunch and bravo Third party 
men, 
who stand indoors of tho American 


homos, tryinir to tho best of their ability 
to protect them and their children from 
tho puieonous darla of thie nineteenth 
century dragon. 
"I Haw tbu [treat innae of women, the 


motherhood of America, look iu conster- 
nation and I saw their hearts bent with 
suppressed fear nnd terror for their chil- 
dren nud loved once, when all at ones 
tliuy arose en uiussu and aunt forth a cry 
to tho giver of all good that Mrly rent 
tho heavens with 'Oh, God, come to our 
ho!p. corn a now; now is the time, now is 
tho day of salvation; delay no longer, 
eomo now or ve perish,' and that great, 
wnil of anguibh was heard to the utter- 
moat parts of the cnith nnd it reached 
the nngol world nnd echoed and re- 
echoed through tho vaults of heaven and 
back to earth. Then 1 heard a still 
small voice from tlie unseen saying, 
Peace, ponce, peace bo still.' 


"Tho great motherhood of tho nation 


recognized tlmt still email voice as the 
game that calmed the troubled sea of 
(i all lea HO long ngo, and they waited, 
breathlessly trusting. 


"Then I saw c mine out of heaven 


four angola clothed iu puru white, one 
from tho oast, one from tho woet, one 
from the north, and one from the south, 
and in their hands they carried palms of 
victory, and na they waved them over 
the great body of women there fell from 
them little slips ot white paper, on which 
waa written 'HigM, justice and truth. 
Unto you is given the power to kill tha 
great nineteenth century serpent with 
Uie four heads nnd enormous body that 
has EO long tureed your homes.' 


"Then tlio women of America arose 


as one woman and with the Httle slips 
of paper in their hands wont forth fad 
Blew iho great monster evil nod buried 
him deep in the bowels of the earth.
